Son Richard, a Youth of 13 Years of Age , weat with four Horſes 
halfe a Mile to a Field in the Pariſl'of Coutham , called by the Name 
of Ham Field, to Plough , about the hour of Ten in the forenoon, it 
being then fair weather, but-about Eleven a Clock the Sky began to lower, the 
Clouds grew thick, and ſoon it Lightned and Thundred, and ſome ſhowers of 
Rein fell 4 thundred ſeveral times very loud, ſharp,and ſhrill,tothe amazement 
ofeveral Perſotis: two other Ploughs were at work in the ſame Field ar the ſame: 
time ; their Cattel being afrighted and unruly, they ſhoot off and Bo home, 
agd.leave Jobs Sawyer in the Field, about one of the Clock the Tempe; began to. 
iveoff. Four hours after a neighbouring Man a Labourer, one Fraxcis Dell, pal- 
Zo from the Woods fide down to Cookham, fees this John Sawyer, with his Son 
Rickard, and the four Horſes all dead on the ground : knowing the Man and his 
Cattel., he came into Cookham, and acquaints the Inhabitants with the Matter, 
immediately the Major part of the Towns Folks flockt up intothe Fields to ſee 
this ſad Spectacle of amazement, and with the reſt, the Wife of the ſaid John 
Sawyer, where to her exceeding grief ſhe ſaw her Husband, Son, and Four Hor- 
ſes dead, no impreſſion of. any ſtroak or bruiſe on the Man, but the Boy his 
Cloaths were moſt part of them rent ſrom his body, and his Hat torn in two or 
three Pieces 3 One Shooe all the upper leather torn from the Sole and Heel: and 
his Whip broke in two or three pieces, his Shirt beaten to Lint, and ſtrewed 
6n the Horſe he was ſuppoſed to ride, except one narrow Slip from his Neck to 
the fore'patt, only remaining from his Neck downward before; he was obſer- 
vidftobe naked} and from the Neck down his Back burart, or ſinged, as is ſup- 
poſed with the Lightning, likewiſe ſcorched or ſinged on the belly, ſome part of 
his hair ſinged, as the Eye-brows, and part of the hair of his Head; and that the 
Horſe he was ſuppoſed to ride, was finged from the: Neck to the Flanck. 
Ir is judged by thoſe I that ſhor out,and came home ſafe,that it might 
be the laſt Clap of Thunder and Lightning that afforded them that faral ſtroak. 
John Sawyer and his Son had ſhot out from Plough , and were about {ix Pole 
from the Plough, each of them being ſuppoled ro be Riding homeward , they 
each of them having their left Leg under the near fide of the Horles they 
were ſuppoſed to Ride 3 the Horſes falling all one way, it is judged that the 
Horſes were ſtruck immediately dead in their walk, none of them having fo 
cauch as one Leg ſtretched out, or any reaſon to conclude that they ſtrove
